.they. have gained by a lifetime of ox- 

/'O^ipferienco, but a i>o)i« yif^t- call for toii- 
dem' The Working season is slipping 
., rapidly away, and, con.sidoriiig tho mag- 
nitude and importance of the work, 
some time will bo necessary before re- 
sponsible firms can prepare tlieii' figures 
and hand in their bids. Then, after 
tho contract has been awarded, further 
time will be required by tho successful 

■■ ■ bidder to get his nmtcrial and tools on 
the ground, so that uiuler the most 
favorable circumstances tho new year 
will be well advanced before much, if 
any, work can be done. The longer the 
delay that may occur in asking for 
\/ il r 'tenders the greater will bo the delay in 

' ' actual commencement. Tn impressing the 
necessity for vigorous action on tlicUov- 
ernmcnt, we assume tiiat they are in the 
piofeession of information declaring tlic 
drydock subsidy to be meant as a gift 
and not as a loan, and tliat the Cana- 
dian Governuicut will not hand the 
money to the Local I\Iinistry in a lump 
sura, but will only pfiy it out upon tlie 
certificate of their own engineer as the 
work progresses. Tliia arrangement 
will insure the giving out of the dock 
by contract, and will prevent the mani 
pulation of tho funds by the Local 
Government or their expenditure on 
any object other than dock. Such an 
arrangement would be eminently satis- 
factory to the country as it would sup- 
ply a much needed check on the Local 
Ministry, whose fiasco with respect to 
the cofferdam will not soon be forgot- 
ten, and which no one wishes to see 
repeated.

M<!yer I'CaiifiiKiu, HWoin, deposed: 1 
know the prisoner Myeri;, but am not por- 
Honally acquainted witli Welsh; saw .Myors 
about threo weeks ago at Tucomii; he 
seemed to be doing nothing ; ho was »tay- 
_ jng at ray hotel and sleeping on tho same 
flight as I was ; the articles of jewelry 
were stolen on Saturday, the Olh iniit. ; 
had seen Myers on the [Jivvious Sunday ; 
lie said he was going tn Portland ; niy 
house woa entered from tho roof of tho 
woodshed and I Utink that one man rais- 
ed the other to tlie window of niy room ; 
access nnist have been had through tho 
window which was not fastonod inside; 
the robbery took place between 5 and 10 
p.m. ; at about a quarter to 10 o'clock di.s- 
covered tliu robbery and found every- 
thing in the room in distirder, tlio lock 
had been torn ofl' a largo trunk with a 
monkey-wrench ; papers and docunioiita 
were scattered about; luy jewelry had 
been taken out of the trunk ; recognize 
tho articles produced as niy jewelry ; they 
are what I missed. 

Cross-exainincd — Myorw paid liis bill 
before lio left ; wo wore on friendly terms; 
found out tlio robbery after he wont 
away ; ho left tho hotel on the Sunday 
before tlio robbery; think I saw Welsh at 
Taconia once about three weeks ago ; had 
a man named KoUy living in tho hotel ; 
be left two days before the robbery ; there 
were signs on tho roof of tho shod near 
tho window that some man had been walk- 
ing there ; the monkey-wrench had been 
taken from n. wagon standing outside the 
liotol ; Kelly said lie wa.s going to New 
Westminster to work at a lisliory ; he had 
no money when he Irft and nwci ino be- 
tween $10 and .§30. 

Samuel C. Uowes del o.sed that he is a 
Justice of the I'eace for Wushington 
Territory and issued two warrants, one 
against .John Myers and one against Jolni 
Hughes, on infornuition laid by Mr. and 
Mrs. Kaufman (original warrants produc- 
ed.) Tho robbery was committed on 
Saturday tho Otli inst. and witness visited 
the promises on the lOlli and saw the im- 
Iircsaions of foot prints on tlio roof of a 
slied beneath the window of tho room 
from which tho jewelry was stolon. Tho 
footprints were those of a man in his stock- 
ing-foet. Access could bo gained to tlio 
r«of from the top of a fence ; tho trunk 
might have been opened and the noise not 
hoard below, as there were a good many 
people in tho hotel that evening. 

Sergeant Bloomtield deposed tliat ho 
found tho prisoner Hughes, alias Welsh, 
in possession of a lady's gold watch and 
chain which answered the description of 
property stolon from tho prosecutor's 
bouse at Tncomai the prisoner wanted to 
know what witness was gsing to do with 
tho watch and witness said he w.as going 
to keep it as lie believed it to bo stolen. 
Prisoner said ho thought witness had 
nothing to do with tilings stolen in Wash- 
ington Territory. He said he had conio 
from Pi'jpt Sound and mentioned tho 
name of a man witli whom ho said ho had 
been stopping, but no such man could be 
found. He accounted for the watch and 
chain by saying that ho had bought tliein 
for $60, but afterwards ho said they be- 
longed to a man who.iQ company lie \vas 
in and who had asked him to go and 
"soak" thein. On Fritlay witness arrested 
the prisoner Myers for being in unlawful 
posseasicn of three gold rings and three 
sleeve buttons and afterwards found on 
him one gold hunting case watch and 
heavy gold chain, one open faced lady's 
gold watdi and silk guard, one heavy gold 
ring, one gold belt buckle, one breast pin 
and sundi7 other trinkets. Witness cliarg- 
cd him with being in possession of this 
stolen propcrt}' and handed him over to 
tho gaoler. 

Alfred Aaronsoii, who koops a second- 
hand store on Government street, depos- 
ed that on Wednesday last ho bought a 
silver watch and chain from the prisoner 
Myers, who stated that it w.as given to 
him to sell; Sergeant Bloomfield furnished 
witness with a list of articles stolon from 
Tacoma .and on Friday last Myors return- 
ed to the store and oflbrcd more jewelry 
for sale whicli corresponded with the de- 
scription of the stolen articles; on Thurs- 
day last the prisoner Wcliih, alias fiughes, 



also came to the store and offered for sale 
a lady's gold hunting wise watch; witness" 
naked how ho came by it and prisoner said 
lie had had it given him to sell; witness 
said it belonged to a friend of his who had 
lost it in town and ho would take him 
(prisoner) to seo the party; tho prisoner 
went with witness, who took him to tho 
Police Barracks and handed the watch to; 
the police for identification; thu prisoner 
was then arrested; when tho prisoner 
Myers came to the store tho second time 
ho had on a heavy gold chain; witness 
remarked "that is a nice cluiin"and prison- 
er said "Yes. I have some little bits of 
jewelry in my pocket, I don't know if you 
will buy them;" witticss aijid "let me look 
at them" and prisoridr'.th^p produced from 
his pocket tho sleeve links with tho letter 
"K" on them; witness said "have you any 
more like thom" and tho prisoner handed 
him several rings; witness then took a list 
of goeds su[iiiosed to have been stolen and 
said to prisoner, "a friend of mine has 
lost these things in town herg;" showed 
him tho list .and ho said "you make a rais- 
t.ake, I'll bot you thoy were not lost in 
this town;" dllicor l?loondleld came by at 
that moment and witiioss gave him the 
articles of jewelry, stating that they an- 
sivered the description of the stolen 
goods; the prisoner was then taken into 
custody. 

Cross-examined— Will not swear that 
Myers did not say tliat ho had bought the 
articles from a man who had just come 
across the .Sound; he pulled out his watch 
and when witness alluded to the chain he 
said ho liad had it fi)rsome time. 

Mr. Davie said that the evidence of tlu' 
last witness closed tho case for tho prose- 
cution and ho would state that it was in- 
tended to .abandon tliat [lortion of the 
charge which referred to breaking and be- 
ing in unlawful po.ssossion, inasniucli a.-; it 
was quito possible tliat the \vindLi\\' cf tlio 
room by whicli the [irisoner;> entered the 
hotel might hiu o beeit open and as it was 
not certain that unlawful iio.ssession was 
iiicludod in tho extradition arrangements. 

■Mr. Mills contended that no Order had 
ever been published. making the Extradi- 
tion Treaty apjilicable to this Province. 

His Honor said that he was not prepar- 
ed to give a decision on tlii.s [loint. 

Mr. Mills thou proceeded to review (he 
evidence, and submitted that there was 
nothing to show that the prisoneia hail 
broken into tho house of tlie prosecutor 
and atolen tlie goods, and as the \n->jsecu- 
tion had abandoned tho ciiarge of receiv- 
ing stolon property there was not a tittle 
of evidence to warrant the detontinu of! 
tho prisoners. | 

Mr. A.E.B. Davie replied and contend-

Signor Nicolini as Almaniva, 
was under the balcony, and when tho 
iioiso subsided began to warblo "Ah, 
mill vita, niio luinio, mio te.sero," but 
"mill vita" made no response, and Al 
711(1 iHca and Figaro withdrew behind 
the wings. Of cour.se a treniondous 
volley of cheers rang througli the liouse, 
but for .several minutes no one apear- 
ed on the vacant stage. At last a gen- 
tleman eanic forward and said some- 
thing bnrel}' audible beyond tlie or- 
chestra. Tlie curtain fell amid cries of 
"Tres bien," "Serve them right!" "Turn 
them out I" A'C. Every tongue seemed 
to be let loo.se, and indulged its own 
fancy in .speculating on what would be 
tho up.shot of so unusual an occurrence. 
"She'll not appear," "We'll have our 
money back," "Some one else will take 
her place," "She's a spoiled child," 
"She's in her tantarums," "She's no 
business to punish tiie innocent for the 
guilty," "Perhaps the hissing was in- 
tended for the whistlers and not for 
her at all." These and similar remarks 
were blurted out on all sides. One 
cynic declared it was a "sell," a regular 
plan to "fetch the house." "You'll see," 
he observed, "Patti will reappear all 
right. She has been too long on tlio 
boards not to know tiiat after a hitch 
like this she will score an uncoininonly 
big triumph." Sure enough, tho curtain 
at tho end of a quarter of an hour ro.so, 
and, a scene omitted, Alinaviva and 
Fiyaro [laved the way for tho rone-^ 
trance of La Diva in the fourth scene, 
opened so beautifully with "Una voce 
poco," It i.s needless to say that when 
Madame Patti appeared her reception 
was ontli usiastic to u[)roariousne.ss. 
And the boiiquetsjl They were pitched 
upon the stage in barrowloads. Large 
and small, in all shapes nnd sizes; 
wreaths big enough to hang loosely on 
an elejjhant'H brows, floral lyres large 
enough to fill a chair, coronets of flow- 
ers lowered by cords from tho upper 
boxes — all were gathered up with coni- 
niendnble dexterity by tho fair song- 
stress, untill two vacant tables and four 
vacant chairs were loaded. When tho 
showers ceased tlic perforiiianeo went 
on. But at a later hour, in the sing- 
ing lesson scene, just before IMudame 
Patti sang the Scotch ballad, "Within 
a mile o' Edinboro' toon," tho bouquet 
mania broke out worse than ever. 
This time Madame Patti was assisted' 
in collecting her wreaths by Nicolini, 
Ciam])i, and members of the orchestra, 
who got them well together in the 
middle of the stage, till they amounted 
in bulk to a good-sized haycock. At 
this the eynic aforesaid reiterated bis 
belief that it was all a planned affair — 
the howling, the petting, tho bouquet- 
throwing, and for Iiis part he would 
not bo a party to such clap-trap.

Mr. Gladstone appears to have re- 
gained some of his old popularity.

Boxes, 
pit and amphitheatre appeared to vio 
with each other in tho heartiness of 
their greeting. ]Mr. Gladstone, who 
appeared somewhat surprised at his re- 
ception, was afterwards evidently deep- 
ly interested in jMiss Neilsou's render- 
ing of tho character of Juliii which he 
was observed repeatedly to applaud. 

Private letters received from Paris 
apeak in very strong terms of tlio feel- 
ing which 1ms been excited there 
against i']ngland by tho proposal to 
erect a memorial of Prince Louis Na- 
poleon in Westmin.'-ter Abbey. This 
feeling is so intense, and is so rapidly 
increasing, that it is doubted whether 
Dean Stanley will really be able to 
carry out his promise.

.^1 Bylaw toprahibit the erection of Wooden 
Buildintjs icithin certain Fire Limits 
ivithin the City of Victoria : 

1. That :^uch part of tnb' City boumlctl 
oil tho Nortii by Johnson street, on the 
South hy Fort street, (Hi tho East by 
Broad street and on the ^Yeat by tlie 
Watci- Frontage bo licreby dedared witli- 
in tho Firo Limits of tho City of A'ictoriii. 
Tho centre of Johiiaou to centre <>f Fort 
from centre of Bmad shall be limits re- 
ferred to above. 

2. All Buildings hereafter erected with- 
in the Firo Limits shall have their outside 

' Wtills and party W'all.s made of Brick, 
j Stone or other incombustible material and 
i such outside Walls shall extend four feet 
] above Wall Plate of Roof , and party Walla 
i shall also extend to same height above 
Wall Plato of Roof. Roofa shall bo cov- 
ered with such material as will afford pro- 
tection aguinat Fire and the Walls .shall 
bo so constructed a.s to .separate all Wood 
Work thoroughly and completely of tho 
interior and exterior of such Building 
from all and every part of tho interior and 
oxtorior of any adjoining Building. If 
tlie apox of Roof should excood the height 
of Fire Walk, then tho Roof must be 
covered with such material a.s will allbrd 
protect ion against Fire. In tho case of 
Gables tho NN'alls are to bo carried up tu 
tho full height of tho Apex of said R;!of. 
The term Building, as applied in this 
Section, shall not include Privies or 
Sheda for storage of Coal, Wood or Wharf 
Sheds. 

?>. All Repairs to Buildings constructed 
of brick, stono, or other incombustible 
materials, shall be made to confurni to 
this Ordinance. 

4. The Wooden Building within the 
iiaid Fire Limits sh.ill not lie altered or 
changed without the written periniasion of 
tho Chief Engineer of the Victoria Firo 
Department, approved by .'i niajnrity of 
the Fire NN'ardeu.-., wliifli | niail .slinll 
specify i'ully tlio idici-iitiuiiM ni- cli.-uigea re- 
quired, and nu .sucli permit .shall be given 
if any increa.ie will be made by the pi'o- 
posed change or alteration in tho size of 
any Wooden Building within tho said 
Limits, or if such repairs or alterations 
will incroaso the v.alue of such building 
more than Twenty-five per cent. The ap- 
plications therefor and a copy of each of 
such permits shall bo kept on lllo in the 
ollice of tho City Clerk. 

5. No Building within tho said Fire 
Limits shall be removed excoi»t to a por- 
tion of the same lot on which it stands or 
to a point outside the Firo Limits. 

G. Whenever any building shall be by 
any means so much injured as to be, in 
tlio judgment of the Chief Engineer .md 
a majority of the Firo Wardens, a dan- 
gcrovia nuisance, or whnn on^ Wooden 
Building within tho said Firo Limits shall, 
in tho judgment of the Cliiof Engineer 
and a majority of tho Fire Wardens, bo 
damaged by fire to tlic extent of one-half 
or more of its actual value, the Chief En- 
gineer shall cause to bo served upon the 
owner or person having control thereof a 
notice reipiiring such person to remove 
the same forthwith, and the person re- 
ceiving such notice shall within ten days 
after receiving the same comply with the 
requirements thereof. 

7. One Slonj Foundations 
to bo not loss than eighteen inches in thick- 
ness and not less than eighteen inches 
in the hard clay or gravel, as tho ca.-)0 may 
bo, brick walls to bo not less than twelve 
inches thick. Two Stonj Btiildimjs — 
Foundations to bo not less than twenty- 
two inches tliick and not less than eigh- 
teen inches in tho hard clay or gravel, as 
the case may be. Bride /Fn^/s— Ground 
floor to be not loss than seventeen inches 
thick; first floor not less than twelve 
inches thick. 

8. Any person or person.s violating any 
of the provisions of this Bylaw shall bo 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof before tho Police 
Court shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than ten or more than ' ono htindred 
dollars, and each day of maintaining or 
continuing such violation shall bo deemed 
a new offence and punished accordingly. 

9. Tho Chief Engincor of the Victoria 
Firo Department and tho Fire Wardens 
are required to see that the provisions of 
this Bylaw are enforced and to make com- 
plaints in the Police Court for violation 
thereof. 

10. This Bjdaw may bo cited fur all 
purposes as " The Bylaw for Prohibiting 
the Erection of Wooden Buildings, 187'.t."

Tho Schedule A amended to the Bylaw 
entitled " The Victoria Revonuo Bylaw, .4 
187'.>," is hereby amended by tho addition 
of tlie following words, whicli sliall be 
read with and form part of the Schedule 
referred to in the said Bylaw: 

"That each and eveiy vehicle plying 
" for biro in tho public streets of the City j 
" of Victoria shall p.ay a rate of $2.50 for 
" every six months." 

This Bylaw may bo cited as The Vic- 
toria Amendment Revenue Bylaw, 1879.
